The prior and convent enjoyed the cuſtody of this hoſpital, 
and the nomination of the brothers, ſiſters, and other members 


thereof, till the year 1255, about which time queen Alienore, A. D. 1255. 


wife of king Henry the Third, brought a ſuit againſt them, and 
found means not only to ſtrip them of all their intereſt therein, 
but likewiſe to diſſolve the ſaid hoſpital. 

The whole ' proceeding, being of an extraordinary nature, is 
taken from the above named Regiſter book, printed at length 
in the Appendix, Ne XVIII. and an abſtract thereof is here added. 
In the 39th year of king Henry the Third ®, John || the prior,

pain of eccleſiaſtical cenſure. And thus matters ſtood till the 
death of this prelate, which happened in the year 1261. 
A. D. 1261. He was fucceeded in the ſee of London by Henry de Wynge- 
econ it ham, who, at the ſuggeſtion of the abovenamed queen, did in 
the year 1261 call to his aſſiſtance Robert (Chauſe) biſhop of 
Carliſle, and Egidius (de Burdport) biſhop of Saliſbury, and 
other great men of the queen's council, and ſent for John the 
prior, and ſome of the canons of the Holy Trinity. 
Theſe appearing before the-ſaid biſhops and noblemen, were 
deſired unanimouſly to conſent to the renunciation of their 
right to the cuſtody of this hoſpital into the hands of the queen;

The monks, after this tranſaction, became generouſly inclin- 
ed; for their Regiſter informs us, that the ſaid prior and con- 
vent immediately granted the church-yard of the ſaid hoſpital to 
the brothers and ſiſters, on condition that they ſhould annually 
pay two pounds of wax at the day of St. Botolph, upon the altar 
of that church, as a parochial right, by an inftrument under 
their own conventual ſeal, and likewiſe added thoſe of the dean 
and archdeacon of London, becauſe the ſaid brothers and lifters 
had at that time no ſeal of their own. 

Another inſtrument * informs us that the aid monaſiers 
remitted to the ſaid brothers and ſiſters an annual rent of five 
ſhillings for tithes &c. in Chaldflet, in exchange for ſome lands 
which, the ſaid hoſpital had at men, now called Edmon- 
ton, in Middleſex +.

"ROM the account given of this hoſpital in the preceding ſec- 
tions it appears to have exiſted ever ſince the year 1273; and 
may therefore be conſidered as the oldeſt eccleſiaſtical com> 


munity in this kingdom *; the three following colleges only 


excepted.; viz. Peter-Houſe College, Cambridge, 1257; Merton 
College, Oxford, 1261; and Baliol College, Oxford, 1268. 

This houſe, however, muſt not be conſidered as a monaſtery ; 
ſince it appears, by the charter of foundation, 8c. that the bro- 
thers were ſecular prieſts ; ; and that the ſiſters made no vows, 


nor took upon them the veil, but were ſo far from being con- 


fined, that they were permitted, by the ordinations of Queen 


Philippa, to go abroad, in the city or elſewhere, with leave of the 


maſter, but not to ſtay out after the ringing of the church- bells 
for putting out fires, commonly called couvrefeu; that their time 
was to be taken up in hearing maſs, praying for their benefactors, 
attending the ſick, and doing other charitable acts. Their 
ancient dreſs may be ſeen on the commiſſary- s ſeal in plate VI. 

The names of their ancient benefactors, and an account of 
them, has been already mentioned; and thoſe many perſons 
of the firſt: quality who have before and ſince the Reformation,
